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CSU workers win back wages settlement plus interest four years later

In the largest back-wages case in 
the system’s history, the CSU system 
has been ordered to pay back between 
$8 million and $10 million to about 
4,000 eligible state workers. One hun- 
dred ninety-eight of the workers are 
CSUS employees. 

The Second District Court of Ap- 
peals in Los Angeles ruled last week

- Students at CSUS were among the 
800,000 workers in California who re- 
ceived a raise on Saturday thanks to 
action by the state’s voters. On Satur- 
day, the state minimum wage jumped 
to $5 an hour, a 25-cent-per-hour raise. 

The raise was the result of voters 
giving their stamp of approval to Propo- 
sition 210, the Livable Wage Initiative, 
in last year’s general election on Nov. 
5. Despite running a minimalist cam- 
paign with no television advertising, 
the initiative was approved by 62 per- 
cent of the voters. 

Saturday’s raise was the second 
California workers have received in 
the last year. In October federal legisla- 
tion raised the federal minimum wage 
tothe $4.75 benchmark. A secondraise 
in the federal wage will occur this 
September, raising the wage to $5.15 
and in March of 1998 the state wage, 
will hit the $5.75 level. 

News of the wage increase received 
mixed reviews from student workers. 

“Tlike it,” catering worker Christina 
Dmytriw said. Her fellow worker, Lien 
Phang, however, disagreed. 

“Tdon’tlike it,” Phang said, “Every- 
thing will go up in cost.” 

While the raises have been wel- 
comed by workers, many employers 
have expressed concerns that businesses 





that “The CSU administration had no 
right to completely terminate payment 
of salary step increases to employees 
while the employees were negotiating 
an agreement to an expired contract.” 

Four and a half years after the 
suit was first filed, a three-judge 
appeals court panel overturned an 
April 1995 finding by the Cali- 
fornia Public Employment Rela- 
tions Board. The court found that 
“CSU unlawfully changed a con- 


dition of employment involving 
the fundamental subject of unit 
members’ wages without permit- 
ting their exclusive representa- 
tive, California State Employees 
Association, an opportunity to 
discuss the decision and its ef- 
fects.” 

“Tt is a major win for us,” said J. W. 
Jimenez, director of CSEA’s Califor- 
nia State University Division, and an 
employee at CSU Fullerton. “It is a 


wage increases impact

will have to increase prices and pass the 
additional cost on to consumers. These 
added costs have raised worries in the 
Associated Students, Inc. at CSUS. 
ASI employs more than 600 student 
workers, most of whom make the mini- 
mum wage or just above it, making it 
the second largest student employer on 
the CSUS campus. Only the CSUS 
Foundation employs more students. 

“Saturday’s wage increase will have 
no impact on the payroll of the founda- 
tion,” said Nancy Pennebaker, director 
of marketing for the foundation. “All 
our student employees currently earn 
more than the minimum wage,” she 
said. 

Pennebaker said the foundation was 
looking closely at the possible impact 
the nexttwo wage hikes would have on 
the payroll. 

The wage increase on Saturday, 
along with two more increases sched- 
uled in the next 12 months, has been 
cited as the justification for asking stu- 
dents to increase their ASI fees. Two 
weeks ago, the ASI board passed a 
referendum asking students to raise the 
fees $12 per semester over the next four 
years. Students paid $63 per semester 
in the 1996/97 academic year. 

“The total wage increase package 
will have a very significant impact,” 
said Carol Ackerson, executive direc- 
tor of the ASI. “One of the reasons for 
the fee referendum is the overall im-

pact on the agency. We have to make 
some drastic decisions.” 

This jump in student fees would be 
added to increases already scheduled 
to provide continued ASI support of 
the school’s athletic program. The por- 
tion of ASI fees devoted to athletics 
will increase $10 per semester this fall, 
with an additional $10 per semester 
increase coming in the fall of 1998. If 
students approve the fee referendum in 
April, they will be paying $95 per 
semester in ASI fees by the fall semes- 
ter of 2000. 

Saturday’s raise may affect more 
than just those earning the minimum 
hourly rate. Many employers have been 
forced to give higher paid workers some 
type of raise to maintain the series of 
stepped wage increases for merit or 
seniority. Ackerson said ASI was ex- 
amining the issue. 

“Tn general, we'd like to be able to 
havea step increase, to have it as one of 
the ways to reward an employee,” said 
Ackerson. 

But any decisions would have to 
wait until after the results of April’s 
vote on the fee reférendum, said 
Ackerson. 

At $5 an hour, a full time worker 
will now make $10,400 a year. With 
the jump to $5.75 an hour next March, 
that same worker will be making 
$11,960 a year, still below the national 
poverty | threshold. 





Educational methods can improve 


inequalities of the current educational 
curriculum. 


McIntosh, associate director of the . 


Wellesley College Center for Research 
on Women, described a five-phase 
view of current educational meth- 
ods. 

The educator talked of the first 
phase being “oblivion.” 

“This is where you neither 
study women, nor notice you 
haven’t,” Wellesley said, using a 
racial analogy of “oblivious as- 
similation.” 

Phase Two is the “exceptions 
stage” where, “in the case of Na- 
tive American'‘studies, those In- 
dians that seem to meet white

basic principle of labor law that an 
employer cannot change working con- 
ditions like this while continuing to 
negotiate terms of a new contract,” 
Jimenez said. 

During the 1992-1993 period, inthe 
middle of a state budget impasse and 
impending layoffs, the CSU system 
decided it wasn’t required to pay merit 
salary adjustments to the employees 
since its laboragreement withthe CSEA 
expired on May 31, 1992. The CSEA, 


representing the employees, called this 
illegal, and the appeals court agreed. 
The appeals court ruled that the 
back wages plus interest were for the 
period from June 1, 1992 until May 19, 
1993, when anewcontract was reached. 
“This is the largest retroactive pay- 
ment ever,” said Sam Strafaci, the 
CSU’s interim senior director of hu- 
man resources. “There’s been no class 
of employees found harmed in the past 
that resulted in this type of liability.” 


Just when the back pay will 
arrive remains a question. In ad- 
dition to the difficulties of identi- 
fying the affected employees and 
the amounts due to them, the CSU 
also is waiting for a formal order 
from PERB that might clarify the 
universities’ obligations. 

On Mar, 7, the CSEA will meet with 
representatives from the CSU system to 
discuss the details of a proposed settle- 
ment.

Re-entry program helps returning students

Helping new and returning CSUS 
students adjustto the sometimes strange 
and unnerving world of higher educa- 
tion is the goal of anew program by the 
Re-entry Services Office. 

The office has activated an on- 
line communication group to pro- 
vide a convenient place for students 
25 and older to share information, to 
give and offer support, and to create 
social interaction. 

“One-half of the students at CSUS 
are over 25 years old,” said Nancy 
Lewis, director of Re-entry Services. 
According to Lewis, one out of five 
full-time students and one out of every 
two part-time students falls into this 
category, although not all of these stu- 
dents take advantage of the re-entry 
services offered. 

Lewis said older students returning 
to school often face a different set of 
challenges in pursuing their education 
and fitting into the CSUS community 
than do their younger, first-time coun- 
terparts. 

“One of the descriptions of a re- 
entry student is someone who usu- 
ally has multiple priorities,” said 
Lewis. 

She elaborated on this description 
by saying re-entry students often have 


Asbestos reportreveals hazards on campus

Amidst a deafening silence last 
month, Charles Hines, the senior tech- 
nologist for the CSUS Office of Envi- 
ronmental Health and Safety, sent a 
memorandum to the CSUS campus 
community regarding the Mandatory 

‘Annual Asbestos Notification Supple- 
ment. This report was “a complete list, 
as of December 31, 1996, of known 
locations on campus of asbestos-con- 
taining materials,” detailing that all but 
three buildings on campus contain as- 
bestos. 

In compliance with the provisions 
of Chapter 10.4 of the California Health 
and Safety Code, the CSUS Office of 
Environmental Health and Safety pro- 
-vides this information every six months. 

Asbestos is a naturally-occurring fi- 
brous material. In the past, it had prima- 
rily been used to insulate building mate- 
rials, roof shingles and insulating board. 


After being mixed with water, asbestos 
emergesasapapier-maché-typesubstance 
that can be spread onto any surface. Be- 
cause air does not easily travel through it, 
asbestos is an excellent insulator. 
Despite the advantages of using as- 
bestos, there are many dangers involved 
in its use. Asbestos consists of fibers 
shaped in such a way that, once inhaled, 
they become lodged within the lungs. 
Long-term exposure has been known to 


lead to asbestosis, a lung disease with 


asthma-like symptoms. The use of asbes- 
tos as thermal insulation and pipe cover- 
ing was banned nationwide by the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency in 1975. 

However, unless there is some kind of 
demolition or remodelling work, asbes- 
tos does not generally denote any sort of 
problem. 

According toJanuary’smemorandum, 
asbestos-containing materials pose “‘no 
threatto yourhealthunless asbestos fibers 
become airborne due to material aging, 
deteriorating, or suffering damage.” As 


long as the asbestos is not upset, it should 
not pose any threat to the general student 
population. 

It is also important to determine the 
difference between certain types of as- 
bestos. The memorandum labels the as- 
bestos located on campusas “generally in 
good condition, enclosed, encapsulated 
or of a type not likely to release fibers 
unless disturbed.” 

According to George Anastas, di- 
rectorof the Environmental Health and 
Safety Office, the asbestos on campus 
is removed “during the normal course 
of operation atthe university,” butsome 
people, including Joseph B. DiGiorgio, 
aCSUS chemistry professor, are ques- 
tioning their determination to find con- 
taminated sites on campus. Anastas 
said that “the asbestos [on campus] is 
being removed as we find it.” 

DiGiorgio feels that the campus is 
“running scared on everything.” 

“They are overly cautious, perhaps to 
an extreme,” he stated. 


DiGiorgio theorizes that the school is 
aware of where asbestos is likely to be 
found and has considered the expense of 
dealing with asbestos-infected areas. In 
anattemptto postpone the inevitable cost 
of renovation, they delay remodelling 
plans for the buildings in question. 

Confident that the asbestos on cam- 
pus is relatively harmless, DiGiorgio is 
essentially upset about the bureaucratic 
way in which it has been dealt with. 
Ratherthan “playing this absurd game of 
hide and seek,” he would like to see the 
campus determine exactly what kind of 
asbestos the campus has and the best way 
to deal with it. “If it’s dangerous, they 
should take care of it.” 

Anyone interested in reviewing as- 
bestos survey reports and the results of 
bulk sampling, air monitoring and all 
other asbestos-related data may do so by 
scheduling an appointment during busi- 
nesshours atthe Office ofEnvironmental 
Health and Safety, located in the Facili- 
ties Management building. 


priorities other than school, including 
spouses, children, full-time jobs and 
involvement in their communities. 

There have been many attempts in 
the past few years to provide stan- 
dard avenues to connect re-entry stu- 
dents with one another, Lewis said, 
but none of them were successful in 
addressing the needs of the older stu- 
dents. 

“Brown bag lunches and scheduled 
night meetings have not been success- 
fulin the past,” she said. “Many of these 
students are only on the campus for two 
night classes.” 

This commuter-school atmo- 
sphere can create a sense of isolation 
and may inhibit re-entry students 
from seeking help from others when 
they have questions or they need sup- 
port, counselors say. 

Lewis and other counselors in Re- 
entry Services are optimistic that with 
the advent of a computer support group 
that is “drop in” by nature, students will 
be able to interact with each other based 
on their individual schedules. 

Students can post their questions or 
comments using e-mail and send them 
to a group of people with whom they 
share common interests. Later, at their 
convenience, they can access the group 
“chat room” to read others’ replies, 
questions or comments.

tronic ‘Cheers’ of the Internet,” said 

one re-entry student who has embraced 

the new technology. “Connecting up 

with other students can be a tremen- 

dous amount of help, for example, in® 
choosing which professors to take for 

which classes,” the student said. “It 

might also be a good way to meet new 

people.” 

Catherine Cressel, a senior in social 
work and a Re-entry Services student 
assistant, saidre-entry transfer students 
have additional needs that might be 
met by exchanging information with 
other students. 

“The information is very limited. ... 
We don’t know where to go to get 
certain things done,” said Cressel. “It 
may be here, but how do you find out 
about it? I think that the re-entry e-mail 
line is going to be one of the wonders 
for us.” 

To participate, re-entry students 
need to obtain a Saclink account 
through University Computing and 
Communication Services. Computer 
labs are located in the library, the 
business building and in Mendocino 
and Solano Halls. 

The operating hours for the labs can 
be obtained by calling UCCS at 278- 
6072. For specific instructions about 
subscribing, students should contact 
Re-entry Services at 278-6750 after 
establishing a Saclink account.

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Gunfire after 
Campus party 


For the second time in two weeks, 
violence erupted at a party hosted at the 
River Front Center. This time, the night 
ended in gunfire. 

Campus Police said that at 2 a.m. on 
March 1, an unknown occupant in a ve- 
hicle driving by on State University Drive 
fired several shots into the parking lot 
behind Burger King after a private party 
thrown by the Alpha Kappa Delta Phi 
sorority at River Front Market had ended. 
The vehicle then fled the area. No one was 
injured by the gunfire. 

The police made several traffic stops to 
search for the gunman, but were unable to 
locate the suspect’s vehicle. 

No damage, shell casings, bullet holes 
or fragments were found after the shoot- 
ing, however. There were also no injuries. 

Fights had erupted earlier inside the 
party. Campus Policerequested assistance 
from Sacramento Police. The fightscalmed 
down and the party was allowed to con- 
tinue. Sacramento Police stood by until the 
party was over. 

According to public relations officer 
John Hamrick, it’s been quitea while since 
there has been a shooting on campus. 
“The last known shooting incident on 


campus was 8 to 10 years ago. Shots were 
fired in a parking lot after an event in the 
Redwood Room of the University Union. 
Several cars were searched and guns were 
confiscated, but the guns were not related 
to the shooting,” Hamrick said.

With spring break just around the 
comer, students are beginning to plan 
their vacations. Thirty years ago, this 
might have been easy enough, but noth- 
ing is simple anymore. 

Zoos and wildlife parks, popular at- 
tractions during warm weather, have be- 
come hotbeds of controversy. Activist 
groups such as In Defense of Animals 
ask, “Ts ithumane to keep animals in such 
places? Are these creatures cherished 
performers, or are they prisoners?” 

Activists maintain that parks decrease 
ananimal’s life expectancy and injure the 
animals while capturing them; they also 
blame captivity for poor breeding in ma- 


rine mammals. 

These organizations also allege that 
zoos teach children to accept the exploi- 
tation of animals. Instead of zoos, activ- 
ists support places like Ocean Park in 
Paris, which have replaced the presence 
of live animals with audiovisual displays 
and models. _ 


Somehow, inthe midstof their struggle 


tosave these animals, activistshavemissed 
the greaterissuesatstake. Itisasifthey’ ve 
forgotten that zoos and wildlife parks 
save the lives of animals. Parks like Ma- 


rine World Africa USA nurse injured: 


animals back to health, often releasing 
them back into the wild. They also bring 
species back from the brink of extinction. 

Butperhaps the most valuable service 
zoos offer is the chance to come face-to- 


face with animals most people could only 
see on television, like whales, dolphins, 
elephants and tigers. Activists must real- 
ize that the world needs to form a bond 
withthesecreatures. Thisis because bonds 
form understanding, and without under- 
standing, people will never care about 
these animals’ fate. And although tech- 
nology may be improving by leaps and 
bounds, audiovisual displays cannot re- 
place actual contact with the animals. 

Even in the worst cases (and they do 
exist), when animals are mistreated and 
living conditions are unsatisfactory, zoos 
are a neccesity. 

If just one ivory merchant looks at an 
elephant and finds herself looking be- 
yond the gleam ofivory, ifjustone whaler 
sees the intelligence in the eyes of a 


whale, if just one child grows up cherish- 
ing the lives of animals more than their 
tusks or blubber, then zoos prove worth- 
while. They serve a purpose. 

Of course, this shouldn’t discour- 
age people from insisting on better 
living conditions for animals. There 
can never be a pool or playground too 


big, nor treatment too kind. Programs : 


that focus on ways to release animals 
back into the wild should be strength- 
ened, 

Ultimately, what good is a caged 
animal if it is the last of its kind? After 
all, these animals have been taken from 
the vast oceans and the wide open 
plains. They’ ve given up their world to 
teach us. At the very least, we owe it to 
them to listen and observe.
